o Work with the local press to highlight a story or stories about commitment to continued 

education beyond high school. 
o Make a public statement praising the work of local colleges with the graduates of your 

school district.

o Host a parent/student Post-Secondary Education seminar in the evening which could 

include: high school academic planning to prepare for college, entrance requirements for 
colleges, universities, and tech schools, etc. 

o Have a small education fair in the lunch room during lunch hour.  Have a table with 
information related to the various local colleges, and be present to answer questions that 
students present.

o Provide a handout in your classes with a list of possible occupations related to your 

subject area and the level of education required for those occupations and information 
related to lifetime earnings relative to level of education. 

o Have a guest speaker in your classes from a local college or university.

o Highlight for your employees any policies that provide continuing education benefits for 

them. 
o Provide information about the many options for saving for college to your employees. 

• Banks/LendersBanks/LendersBanks/LendersBanks/Lenders    
o Work with local elementary schools to provide an informational seminar to parents in 

order to educate them about various savings methods for post-secondary education. 
o Provide information about saving for college, financial aid, and student loans in a 

mailing/website for customers.

o Hold a press conference on the campus of a local college or university to make a 

statement about the importance, for the good of Wisconsin, of continued education 
beyond high school.     

o Speak at a local school about the importance of higher education and saving for college.

o Provide an open house to the community.  Every attendee receives an application fee 

waiver. 
o Submit an article to the local press highlighting a success story of a graduate and/or a 

unique program in your institution.

organization sponsors.    
o Sponsor a forum including members from the higher education community as well as 

members from the financial aid, student loans, and college savings community.
